There will be no suit brought by’ the 
Jtate to recover Tallulah Falls in order 
to preserve them for the benefit of the 
pudlic. 

Definite decision to thig effect was 
ennounced by Governor Joseph M. 
Brown Thursday, following an opinion 
upon the same line from Aitorney Gen- 
eral T. S Felder, and a careful per- 
sonal inquiry into the facts in the 
case. 

At the same time Governor Brown 
says he has never reached a decision 
which was more distasteful to him 
than this, because he regards Tallulah 
Falls as one of the natural wonders 
of America, ard he had hoped the falls 
might be preserved for all time 

Hardly a Surprise. 

Announcement of Governor Brown's 
decision not to bring suit in the name 
of the state because it does not appear 
that the state has any rights or title 
to the falls, will hardly cause sur- 
prise. 

It has long been known that this was 
the view of the situation taken by a 
number of well-known attorneys who 
have looked into the situation and it 
is even said this conclusion has been 
reached by some of the attorneys who 
at one time or another represented the 
Tallulah Falls Conservation Associa- 
tion, which has strenuously sought to 
Save tae falls on account of their gcenic 
beauty. 

For some days, too, it has been re- 
ported that such was the view taken 
by Attorney General Felder, and that 
his last report to the governor upon 


the subject was emphatic along this! 


line. ‘ 
Amticipated by Officials. 

“That is exactly what we expected,” 
Said Attorney Jack J. Spalding, a 
prominent official of the Georgia Rai}l- 
way and Power Company, which is 
now developing Tallulah Falls and es- 
tablishing a power plant there. 

About Effect, 

“There has been a misapprehension 
regarding the effect of the work of the 
power company at Tallulah Falls, 

“We have never fought this attempt 
to have a suit brought against us, for 
we knew all the time that there. wag 
only one opinion that could be ren- 
dered. However, now that the matter 
is closed, we do want to make a state- 
ment. 

“What our company proposes to do 
at Tallulah will Weautify, instead of 
destroy, that lovely place, and I ven- 
ture the prediction that when the work 
is finished there that ten persons will 
visit the falls where one person has 
been there in the past. We are build- 
ing a beautiful lake about a mile from 
the falls, and are planning other 
changes which will make the entire 
spot more attractive. The stream of 
water over the falls will continue to 
fall just as it always has, except in 
extreme dry weather, and not one 
thing will be taken from the beauty 
and charm of the place. Ali of the 
trees, the rocks and other bits of 
natural scenery will be left just as it 
always has - been.

Warfield and a group of financia] in- 
terests associated with him. The trans- 
fer, it is stated, marks the practical re- 
tirement of Thomas F. Ry® from the 
Seaboard. 

The sale announced Includes 90,000 
shares of the preferred and 120,000 
shares of the common stock ofthe Sea- 
board Air Line, and was made by the 
Cumberland corporation. During the 
last year Mr. Warfield has acquired 
large holdings of Seaboard stock, 
which, with the latest purchase, passes 
gontrol to the group with which he is 
associated. In all practically $37,000,- 
000 of common and $24,000,000 of the 
preferred stock are outstanding. 

Wartfield’s Associates. 

According to the announcement made 
tonight, leading financial interests in’ 
the states traversed by the Seaboard 
system are closely identified with Mr. 
Warfield. Among his New York asso- 
ciliates are F. A. Vanderlip, Albert H. 
Wiggin, Blair & Co., Benjamin Strong, 
Jr., Charles H. Sabin, Samuel L. Fuller 
and Robert Walker, former chairman 
of the railway and of the board of the 
Rock Island company. 

It is understood that the block of 
stock taken over will be trusteed for 
five years, Mr. Warfield acting as 
chairman of the managers. 

Announcement of the sale was made 
by John B. Dennis, of Blair & Co., who 
are fiscal agents for the Cumberland 
corporation. This.company owns the 
Carolina, Clinchfield and Ohio railway 
and the Clinchfield coal fields in 
southwest Virginia. 

Statement by Warfield. 

In a statement regarding the pur- 
chase, Mr. Warfield explained the pur- 
pose of the new owners. He said: 

“The Seaboard Air Line railway is 
distinctly a southern property and the 
south’s position in Seaboard affairs 
will now be emphasized.

Manager Shearer Admits Im- 
mense Power Wielded by 
Five Members of Clearing 
House Committee — Shearer 
Thinks This Power Should 
Be Judicially Controlled. 


New York, June 6.—The immens¢ 
power wielded by the New York Clear- 
ing House Association over the banks 
of the country’s financial center and 
arbitrarily lodged in the hands of five 
men, should be placed under judicial 
regulation, it was conceded by William 
Sherer, manager of the association, On 
the witness stand today. 

Mr. Sherer was the chief witness at 
the first hearing held by the house 
committee on banking and currency, 
investigating the so-called “money 
trust.” The committee came to New 
York today to take such testimony as 
its powers will permit pending the 
passage of the amendment to the bank- 
ing law, now in the senate, under 
which the committee hopes to be able 
to enforee from the banks its demands 
for the information which it expects to 
make the basis of remedial legisla- 
tion. 

At the Mercy of Five Men. 

* While today’s inquiry was character- 
ized by Chairman Pujo as “collateral” 
to the main scope of the inquiry, Sam- 
uel Untermyer, special counsel for the 
committee, developed, through Mr. 
Sherer, testimony to the effect that the 
destiny of practically every financial 
institution in New York was potential- 
ly at the mercy of the “mere whim, 
determination or order,” of the five 
men who composed the “New York 
clearing house committee.” 

The clearing house committee, com- 
posed of Frank A. Vanderlip, president 
of the National City bank, the largest 
in the country; James G. Cannon, presi- 
dent of the Fourth National bapk; 
Walter E. Frew, president of the Corn 
Exchange bank; Richard Delafield, 
president of the National Park bank, 
and Otto T. Bannard, president of the 
New York Trust Company, had full 


power over the admissions to member- 
ship, according to the witness, and the

Chicago, June 6.—-Taft and Roosévelt 
members of ‘he republican national 
committee tonight conferred with cam- 
paign managers and advisers to decide 
plans for the beginning of contest 
hearings before the committee tomor- 
row morning.

Statement by Taft's Manager. 

In one of two statements issued to-

“Of the fifty-three states and terri- 
tories and districts represented in the 
republican national convention this 
year President Taft has the entire 
delegations or a majority of the dele- 
gations from twenty states in the 
north and west, ten from the south and 
five from the District of Columbia ang 
territories, or a total of thirty-five. Mr. 
Roosevelt has tne delegations or the 
majority of them from fourteen states 
in the north and west and two from 
the south, or a total of sixteen. Sena- 
tor Robert M. La Follette has two, 
Wisconsin and North Dakota. 

‘Furthermore, President Taft has 
representation on the delegations from 
seven of the states which Mr. Roose- 
velt has carried in this contest, in- 
creasing the number of political units 
represented in wis total of gelegateg to 
42 out of 53 in the convention. 

“In the face of this analysis of the 
delegations by states, ag they have 
been elected to the Chicago convention, 
the utter absurdity of the claims of 
Mr. Roosevelt and his managers that 
they control the coming convention is 
apparent. They will have, in fact, all 
the difficulty possible in managing the 
so-called Roosevelt ‘sure’ delegates, 
who already realize that they are being 
led into a ditch, if not into an actual 
bolt, b- a lost cause.

ble publicity be given proceedings pre- 
liminary to the national convention and 
in accordance with that request the re- 
publican national committee voted to 
admit to its meetings representatives 
newspaper associations. 
The true significance of the test vote 
today, he said, was the established 
fact that three-fourths of the republi- 
can committee voted to uphold Presi- 
dent Taft. 

Howell Won't Push Rosewater Contest. 

R. B. Howell, of Nebraska, chosen 
for national committeeman at the 
State primaries, after conferring with 
Senator Dixon, issued a statement in 
which he gaid. 

“Mr. Rosewater will retain his seat 
in the national committee for the pres. 
ent without contest, as I have been 
requested by Senator Dixon to defer 
the presentation of my credentials. 

“I now am legally entitled, without 
question, to perform the functions of 
national committeeman from WNe- 
braska. 

“T have been thoroughly in accord 
with the Roosevelt management in this 
matter from the beginning.” 

The Rosewater and Howell contest, 
it was expected, before the committee 
met, would develop the first test of 
strength between the Taft and Roose- 
velt members. Certain Taft adherents 
said that the Roosevelt managers were 
unwilling to take the initiative in ask- 
ing for a roll call on any such clearly 
defined issue at this time. 
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TAFT’S NAME MAY NOT BE FIRST 
PRESENTED TOG. O. P. CONVENTION 


Washington, June §.—President 
Taft's name may not be the first to be 
presented to the republican national 
convention at Chicago, and in fact Taft 
leaders gtill in Washington saiq to- 
night that the president’s name might 
not be put before the convention until 
after Colonel Theodore Roosevelt :.as 
been put in nomination. 

It became known that when C. D 
Hilles, Prestdent Taft’s secretary, left 
for Chicago last night he carried with 
him a draft of a tentative plan for the 
presentation of the president's name to 
the convention. That plan was declar- 
eq to be subject to alteration by Taft 
leaders now in Chicago, and, of course, 
by Mr. Taft himseif, if he finds it un- 
suitable before the day when the nomi- 
nations are made. 

Cummins to He First Presented. 

According to the plan taken away 
by Mr. Hilles the name of Senator A. 
B. Cummins, of Iowa, who has ten 
delegates from his own state pledged 
to him, may be the first. given to,.the 
convention. 

Alabama stands at the head of the 
list of states on the convention roll. 
Counting upon the Alabama delega- 
tion as certain for Taft, his political 
advisers suggest that he should yield 
not to Ohlo, the president’s own state, 
which would put him tin nomination, 
but to lowa, that she might put for- 
ward the name of its senior senator. 

Next in the roll of states comes Ari- 
zona. The Taft adherents claim Ari- 


zona, too, and that state, according to 
the approved scheme, would yield to 
New York. 

Although the Taft leaders also claim 
New York by a large majority, it was 
their idea that some Roosevelt dele- 


i gate be permitted to present the name 


of Colonel Roosevelt at this point in 
the proceedings. 

Arkansas, another state claimed by 
the Taft leaders under this plan, would 
then yield to Ohio, and the name of 
the president be put before the con- 
vention probably by Warren G. Hard- 
ing, former lieutenant-governor of the 
state, and one of its delegates-at- 
large. 

Blow at Roosevelt Just Before Vote. 

With Cummins, Roosevelt and Taft 
Out of the way Wisconsin will nomi- 
nate Senator La Follette, and friends 
of the president claim that In putting 
hig name before the convention his 
sponsor can be relied upon to leave 
with the convention just before the 
vote, a denunciation of Colonel Roose- 
velt. 

Although this was said tonight to 
be the plan most favored at present, 
others have been considered. One was 
for the presentation of Mr. Taft's 
name by Mr. Harding before other 
candidates, Onother was that Mr. 
Taft might be suggested to the con- 
vention by New York. This appealed 
to some of the president's friends, 
particularly because it is Mr. Roose- 
velt's home state. One reason advanced 
against the giving of the honor to 
Ohio was that that state has more 
Roosevelt than Taft delegates.

ADOSEVELT MAN 
COES POST HASTE 


The Colonel Hurries Fiynn of 
Pittsburg to Chicago, 


And the Colonel Says That He 
May Go Himself—Decision 
to Send Flynn to Scene of 
Battle Resulted From Con- 
ference of Roosevelt Men. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 6,—State 
Senator William Flynn, of Pittsburg, 
was deBpatched post haste to Chicago 
by Colonel Roosevelt tonight to act 
ag the ex-president’s representative in 
the fight before the national committee 
over seating contested delegates. The 
decision was reached after a. confer- 
ence at Sagamore Hill tonight in 
which the situation at Chicago, as told 
to the colonel over his private wires 
from the seat of war, was discussed. 

Colonel Roosevelt was careful to ex- 
Plain that the leadership of his fight 
would remain where it has been, in 
¢he hands of Senator Dixon, his cam- 
paign manager. 

Fiyno Starts at Once. 

“Senator Flynn starts for Chicago at 
once,” he said. “He is going at my 
request. Senator Dixon will be in 
charge. Mr. Flynn will assist him.” 

The decision to send Mr. Flynn tv 
Chicago Wag reached so suddenly that 
he Wag barely able to catch the last 
train tonight from Oyster Bay, intend- 
ing to take a midnight train from New 
York for the west. 

My Flynn was a leader in Colonel 
Roosevelt's campaign in Pennsylvania. 

Three other Roosevelt men from 
Pennsylvania participated in the con- 
ferences. They were E. A. Van Val- 
kenburg, publisher of The Philadelphia 
North American, who took a prominent 
part in the Roosevelt campaign in that 
state; Richaftfd Quay, a-son of the late 
Senator Matthews Quay, and Alexander 
Moore, publisher of The Pittsburg 
Leader.

In all probability the congregation 
of the Tabernacle Baptist church will 
be unitel in the agreement that Dr, 
R. S. MacArthur ghall accept indefi- 
nitely the pastorate of the church, 
during which time a lookout shall be 
kept for a permanent Pastor. 


At the meeting of the Tabernacle 
Thursday afternoon, Dr. MacArthur 
announced that it had been his de- 
termination to leave immediately, but 
that he would consent to stay in At- 
lanta until a conference might be held 
for the purpose of adjusting matters, 
as he did not wish to precipitate mat- 
ters further. 


While this did not convey his defi- 
nite yielding to the wishes of the con- 
Sregation for him to remain as pastor 
as long as he so chooses, it leads 
them to hope that he will do go at 
the later conference, 

Possibly a few of the minority may 
not reunite with the majority, but at 
present no one would make~ further 
statements. H. A. Ethridge, who has 
‘declared that he intended to retain 
only his nominal membership in the 
church in order to have the privilege 
'of a vote in financial matters-in which 
_he is interested, declined to state 
whether or not he would reconsider 
his decision. 

“I have nothing further to say at 
present,” said Mr. Ethridge. 

The urgent request to remain will 
be presented again to Dr. MacArthur 
by a number of the congregation, wha 
are to report the minister's answer 
as soon as possible. 

According to C. W. Hatcher, things 
are about in satisfactory shape. He 
would make no definite statement, nor 
would he indicate what the basis of 
agreement is, or tell what occurred at 
the meeting Thursday. 

“Things are about in 
shape,” said Mr. Hatcher, “and Dr, 
MacArthur will stay indefinitely, as 
long as he chooses. A statement of 
facts about the matter is being pre- 
pared, and, at the proper time, it will 
be given to the papers. For the pres- 
ent I am not at liberty to say more.’ 

He declined to answer the question 
as to whether or not the arrange- 
ment termed “satisfactory’’ included 
the provision that lookout is to be 
kept for a permanent pastor to take 
Dr. MacArthur's place when he gets 
ready to resign. 

That Dr. MacArthur has not actu- 
a and formally agreed to stay as 
Beivor of the Tabernacle indefinitely, 
was also understood from Mr. Hatch- 
er’s remarks, but his opinion was that 
“things are ‘about satisfactorily ar- 


ranged.”

was one man above all others in Georgia who should have been for 
him—the man whom Terrell took out of comparative political 
obscurity to make commissioner of agriculture. 

Instead of that, Terrell, stricken with paralysis, unable to con- 
duct his own campaign, had to combat as best he could the over- 
whelming opposition of the then most powerful political machine in 
Georgia—the department of agriculture. 

Some of these days the story of the “conferences” referred to 
by Mr. Hudson in his letter of withdrawal will be told. The Con- 
stitution knows most of it now—those who were in these very 
conferences, the financial support promised, the room in which 
the culminating conference was held, the forcing of Mr. Hudson, 
the new ally, from the race from congress, and his projection into 
the gubernatorial race with the assurance that his newly-formed 
political alliance would leave nothing undone to elect him, and that 
all the “grease” necessary would be readily forthcoming.

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LET WOMEN PRACTICE LAW. 
The plea of Judge John L. Hopkins, read before the recent 
‘meeting of the Georgia Bar Association and reproduced in another 


column, that women be allowed to practice law in Georgia carries

“TOLD YOU SO,” 
SAYS THE TIMES 


(From The Valdosta Times.) 

We told The Atlanta Journal what 
was going to happen several years ago 
when it and its chief were tearing 
down the old democratic house and 
building in its place “the people's 
movement’’—all of which was done to 
placate Tom Watson. It will be remem- 
bered that through one whole cam- 
paign of fifteen months the word 
“democrat” was not heard. There 
was no “democratic convention.” It 
was the “people's convention’’—"peo- 
ple’s movement’—almost “people's 
party’’—and all to please the “red-top 
person” from McDuffie. 

If Tom Watson did not write the 
platform that year, he told them what 
to put in it. Nobody but Tom Wat- 
son and his echo—Billy Hardwick— 
had ever seriously thought about the 
negro disfranchisement law. Hoke 
Smith had fought that law two years 
before, arguing against it before the 
committee. But in order to catch Wat- 
son it was embalmed among the new 
principles in the “people’s movement.” 
Watson had not then professed to be 
a democrat. It was three years late 
that he professed allegiance to the 
party again. He was all right then 
and warnings of danger were not 
heeded. There is a force in the moral 
world which brings ‘curses, like 
chickens, home to roost.” ‘“Whatso- 
ever we sow we reap.” The nobleness 
in our nature draws nobleness from 
others. The deception and hypocrisy 
which we exhibit will rise like a ghost 
to meet us some day. The serpent 
which is warmed to life may sting 
those who warm it. Those who play 
with fire are likely to be burned. The 
Journal and its faction in state peli- 
tics ought to have thought of these 
things when the warning was given 
by papers like The Valdosta Times, 
which knew what was bound to follow.

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RULES 


EGULATING USE 


OF PIEDMONT PARK LAKE 


The following are the official rules 
reeently adopted by the park commis- 
sion for the regulation of bathing and 
boating in the lake at Piedmont Park: 

The bath house will be open on 
week days from 5 a. m. until 7 p. m. 
On Sundays from 6 a. m. to 8 a m. 
for women and girls and from 2 p. m. 
until sundowr for men only. 

Swimming will not be allowed in the 
lake at night. 

Bathers will be required to use two- 
piece bathing suits. White bathing 
suits and suits made of silk will not 
be permitted. 

The smaller pool is for the use of 
women and girls exclusively and under 
no conditions will a man be permitted 
to enter the same. 

No one shall enter the bathing pool 
except through the regular entrance 
provided for that purpose. 

Bathers will not be permitted to 
lounge around the swimming pool, on 
the platform, in the refreshment pavil- 
ion, or in the park*when wearing their 
bathing suits, the intent of this being 
to require bathers to go from their 
bath rooms directly to the pool and 
from the pool directly to their bath 
rooms. é 

No persons will be allowed to use 
the swimming pool for more than one 
hour and no person will be allowed 
to use the swimming pool twice on the 
Same day. 

Those requiring bath-house accom- 


modations will be required to registes 
their names and addresses in a book 
kept for that purpose by the bath: 
house attendant. 

Batherg will not be allowed to divé 
from the bridge or to swim in thé 
south end of the lake. 

Boats, canoes, or crafts of any kind 
whatsoever, other than those of th 
concessionaire, will not be allowe 
on the lake under any circumstances. 

Rowing will not be allowed on the 
south end of the lake. 

Persons showing the slightest evi- 
dence of being under the influence o 
intoxicants will not be permitted on 
the lake, either in boats or as swim- 
mers, 

The use of the boats is limited ta 
two perBons in each boat and each of 
these will be required to state in writ- 
ing that he knowg how to swim. 

Patrons of the swimming pool are 
requested to use the steps. The swim- 
ming pool has been beautified at con- 
siderable expense and those who run 
up and down the banks are destroy- 
ing the sod which wag placed there by 
the park department. 

Please also remember whenever you 
are in a park that the flowers and 
shrubs are placed there to beautify the 
park. Help us to keep the parks at- 
tractive by refraining from pulling the 
flowers and breaking the shrubs and 
use your influence to prevent otherg 
from doing so. 
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JUDGE HOPKINS PLEADS FOR 
WOMEN LAWYERS IN GEORGIA 


Judge John L. Hopkins, of Atlanta, 


dean of the judiciary in Georgia and} 


codifier of the state’s lgws, is the au- 
thor of a paper read before the recent 
session ofthe Georgia Bar Association 
in which he pleads strongly and elo- 
quently for such revision of laws as 
will admit women to legal practice in 
Georgia. ! 

It will be remembered that last year 
The Constitution inaugurated a similar 
campaign. The prospects for success 
this year are of the most encouraging 
description. The fact that the cause 
has an advocate in Judge Hopkins, 
whose conservatism and matumty of 
judgment are abundantly tested, ought 
to £0 a long way toward assuring its 
triumph. 

A Historic Handicap. 

Judge Hopkins’ paper follows: 

“In the beginning, Man was a savage 
and woman was his slave ang chattel. 
With his gradual emergence from 
with the gradual dawning 
pon his mind of the ideals of justice 


Yn decency, he has accorded her more 


and yet a little more elbow room, un- 
til now, step by step, through the 
tedious and painful ages, she has 
worked her way up to her present po- 
sition. So exactly has her development 
kept pace with his increased enlighten- 
ment that it answers as a gauge for 
the measure of that enlightenment, and 
just so long as woman's emancipation 
remains incomplete, just so long will 
the evidence remain of the influence 
upon man of the darker ages out of 
which he has come ;, 

“The laws of our state constitute a 
partial record of the development of 
woman’s status as a citizen. Of old, 
upon her marriage a woman's property 
passed to her husband; now she is a 
feme sole as to her separate estate, 
ang she may take and hold property 
just as if she were a man. She may 
be an executrix, an administer an 
estate no matter how valuable; she 
may be an officer in the chi'dren’s 
court; she may hold the office of state 
librarian, and it is the declared policy 
of the state that there shall be at 
least one woman as an assistant physi- 
clan at the state sanitarium. If there 
is any one thing about which the state 


should exercise exceptiona] care it is 
the state sanitarium. To gain this im- 
ose office she has only to show 
erself capable in competitive exami- 
nation, 

“The delightful poetic sentiment 
about ‘lovely woman’ and her protec- 
tion in the home is all very nice as a 
sentiment. But there are multitudes 
of women who have no home except 
that which they themselves make and 
maintain; ang there are many who 
perforce grow unlovely in the bitter- 
ness of an unequal] struggle for sub- 
sistence. These would be willing to 
get along with less compliment, I 
fancy, if they were provided with a 
fairer opportunity to earn their daily 
bread. If a woman can gain an hon- 
orable independence by practicing law, 
I say it is a shame to shut her out of it. 

“In the attainment of character, ac- 
tivity along certain definite lines is 
necessary, and the higher the aims, the 
nobler the aspiration, the loftier will 
be the levels reached. History shows 
what woman has done with such op- 
portunity as has been granted to her. 
Wherever life has been thrown open 
to her she has developed and grown 
strong to meet its demands. 

If Medicine, Why Not Law? 

“In relative importance as vitally 
essential to society, the two great 
professions of law and medicine stand 
side by side. Woman has been admit- 
ted to the medical profession, and her 
work has indicated the wisdom of the 
step. Why should she not be admit- 
ted to the other? The one demands 
not less than the other of intelligence 
and character, 

“Any man of good character who 
satisfactorily undergoes the required 
examination and who takes the pre- 
scribed oath may be admitted to the 
bar. A woman of equally good char- 
acter who stands an equally satisfac- 
tory examination and who is ready to 
take the oath may not be admitted, 
simply .and solely because she was 
born a woman. I hope it will be 
lomg before the bar association of 
Georgia puts the stamp of its approval 
upon a law s0 cruelly unjust to wom- 
an. That law as it stands is a defi- 
ance of the genius of the age and a 
blot upon the record of the state.”

The last of the loan was 
wiped out today by the progress of the 
waterway that will sever the American 
continent. Officials of the treasury 
not contemplate issuing any more 
Canal bonds during the present admin- 
istration. 

Secretary MacVeagh today disbursed

When the commission finished con- 
sidering a number of communications 
which furnished information of various 
houses in the city, Chairman McCord 
calleqg upon any citizen present who 
might wish to speak to the commission. 

Mr. Jackson was the first to re- 
spond. “Mr. Chairman, I wish to urge 
on behalf of the Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement that the forty-four 
recognized lewd houses in this city be 
immediately closed Dw the commis- 


sion,’ he began. “It is not for any of 
the people of Atlanta to say to the 
citizens that these houses are neces- 
sary and should be authorized in cer- 
tain parts of the city. There should 
be no qgelay~<in closing the houses, and 
I think the commission is mistaken in 
its determination to let the houses re- 
main open.”’ 

Mr. McCord interrupted: “The vice 
commission has made no such determi- 
nation, nor do Il think it will recom- 
mend that the houses be allowed to 
remain open.” 


Atlanta Doesn't Need Them, 


“The asSignation houses and hotels 
are not doing as-much damage ag the 
authorized ouses,”’ continued Mr. 
Jackson. “When these resorts are al- 
lowed to remain open it is simply an 
intimation that the house is neces- 
Sary to Atlanta and should be proe- 
tected.”’ 

Chairman McCord in replying to Mr, 
Jackson said: 

“It ig my understanding that the 
mission of this body ig to find the ex- 
istence of the social evil, to find the 
cause ang to report the best possibie 
remedy. That is all we can do. We 
have always had the law to close these 
houses, but public sentiment is not 
back of the law. Undoubtediy we will 
recommend, when we make our re- 
port, that they be closed, but first we 
will consider the places which we holg 
directly responsible for the supply. 
The greatest evil is not in these regu- 
lar houses, but in the others. We ex- 
pect to obviate the others, then we 
will consider the regular houses, where 
the majority of the inmates are past 
redemption.” ' 

Dr, Horace Grant was the second 
person to respond to the invitation of 
the commission, and he warmly de- 
nounced the assignation houses and 
so-called locker clubs. declaring that 
he had often seen girls of 14 and 135, 
who haq been in these places, drunk 
on the street at midnight. 

When he had finished Chairman Mc- 
Cord called upon any other person who 
might wish to speak, but no response 
was made and he declared the com- 
mission in executive session. 

Behind closed doors, it was stated, 
the commission agreed to indorse a 
resolution which had been introduced 
in council by Captain O. H. Hall and 
which called for a charter amendment 
giving the city the power to regulate 
and control hotels and lodging houses, 
This shows that the commission will 
not for the present attempt to inter- 


fere with the well-known and public 
houses of ill-repute.

School Board Votes fo Abolish 
. Present System 


New Method Will Be Estab- 
lished in Near Future, It Is 
Said—No Other Changes in 
Other Departments Will Be 
Made. 


Behind closed doors Wednesday aft- 
ernoon the board of education discuss- 
ed the advisability of abolishing draw- 
ing and manuel training in the curricue 
lum of the public schools, and after 
two hours strenuous debate, decided, 
by a vote of T7 to 4, to officially effect 
the abolishment at its regular meeting 
Saturday morning. 

Tt is said that as soon as the present 
System is abolished that a new one for 
this work will be installed 

The members of the school board 
say it their intention to drop 
drawing entirely. It 1s the 
system now In use in the schools that 
is objected to. A better system will 
soon be adopted, they say. 

The suggestion was firet made by 
James I. Key, and was seconded 
Promptly by Alderman James FE. War- 
ren, chairman of the school committee 
of council. Though the passage of the 
resolution was accomplished advisably, 
official action will not be taken until 
tomorrow morning. 

Regarding the abolishment of man- 
uel training and drawing, Mrs. H. H. 
Osgood, chairman of the department of 
art of the State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, said last night: 

Mrs. Osgood’s Comment. 
resoluticn Wednesday after- 
was passed by some members 
‘who have been fighting drawing in 
the schools for a long time. There 
Were at least .two of the members who 
were prevailed upon to vote for the 
resolution simply because they had not 
seen the mass of evidence we gave 
before the board of education last year. 

“We investigated the systems of oth- 
er schools and presented the result of 
our tnvestigations to the board. When 
that was done, they simply had to re- 
tain drawing and manuel training. We 
will fight the action—and fight it 
hard.” 

One of the members of the board 
said: 

“There will be no doing away with 
drawing in the publio schools of At- 
| Itnta, but there will be a change in the 
|method. We would like to have pure, 
free-hand drawing that the children 
can understand and at the same time 
be useful to them. The present sys- 
tem is nothing but tracing stenciling, 
cutting and pasting of paper, and 
smearing of colors. 

Present System Useless. 

*Tt Is useless for all practical pur- 
poses, and not one child tn one hun- 
dred will ever have need to use it in 
after life. 

“The board is compelled to abolish 
the “a ai system of drawing in or- 
der to institute a different system. 
i'That. no doubt, wil be done just as 
soon as we can get rid of the bunele- 
some and useless system that we now 
have.

DR. CALHOUN DISCUSSES 


| HOOKWORM AND EYE 


| Atlantic City, N. J., June 6.—Dr. John 
A, Witherspoon, of Nashville, Tenn.,

One of the interesting meetings of 
the day was that of the section on 
ophthalmology, where Dr. John A. Dono- 
van, of Butte, Mont., declared that the 
eyesight of the nation’s marksmen was 
the defense of the country in time of 
war. He called on the eye specialists 
of the country to assist in the work 
of preventing injury or accident to the 
eyes of the riflemen in the army, navy 
and state militia. 

The hookworm must shoulder some 
of the responsibility for many eye 
troubles, in the opinion of Dr. F, P. 
Calhoun, of Atlanta, 

Typhoid fever is at last being suc- 
cessfully checked through anti-typhoig 
innoculation in the opinion of experts 
who appeared today before the section 
on public health. In a paper read by 
Dr. Leslie H. Spooner, of Boston, it 
was shown that the danger to nurses 
and others who come in direct contact 
with patients suffefing from typhoid 
has been practically eliminated by the 
treatment. 

Dr. M, L. Ravitch, of Louisville, in 
the section on dermatology, made a 
plea’ for earlier diagnosis of pellagra, 
as it presents a most serious problem 
in the southern states. He favored the 
| protozoan theory as the most plausible 
one with regarg to the origin of the 
disease, the transmission being through 
migratory birds.

Commissioners andGrand Jury 
Condemn Proposition to 
Divide Montgomery. 


Mt. Vernon, Ga, June 6.—(Special.) 
The county commissioners at their 
regular monthly meeting this week 
passed a set of strong resolutions call- 
ing on the representative from Mont- 
gomery county and the senator from 
this, the fifteenth, district to use their 
best efforts in defeating a bil] intro- 


duced at the last session of the legis- 


lature which has for its object the 
creation of a new county of that por- 
tion of Montgomery lying west of the 
Oconee river and which is known as 
the Kent county movement, It has been 
given out from certain uninformed 
sources that there is no objection to 
the proposed new county and to meet 
this wrongfully-circulateq rumor the 
grand jury at the February term last 
of Montgomery superior court recom- 
mended against the new county, and 
the action of the commissioners on 
Tuesday last was only a supplemental 
action to that of the granq jury. 

The proposition would leave the old 
county one of about 35 or 40 miles in 
length and only about 10 miles wide. 
In answer to the argument in favor 
of the new county that the. Oconee 
river cuts Montgomery almost in half 
it is pointeq out that the same river 
runs the entire length of Laurens 
county, splitting it practically in half 
and somé of her citizens have to &0 
25 or 30 to get to the county 
site. 

It his been said that should the mat- 
ter be left to a vote of the people in 
the proposed new county’s territory 
that it is doubtful if a majority of 
them woulq vote in its favor. Some of 
the very strongest opposition to it 
comes from the citizens lying west of 
the river and in the proposed new 
county's territory. It is said by them 
that it would be very little, if any, 
more convenient for them and that 
they do not wish to be forced to bear 
the burden of building a courthouse 
and jail ang buying mules and* road 
machinery just for the benefit of a few 
land owners in and around Alamo, 
which ts the county site of the pro- 
posed new county.

Rumors That Negro Bands 
Have Appeared Near Havana 


In Both Havana and Santiago 
Much Alarm Exists—Ameri- 
cans in Santiago Call on the 
United States for Protec-. 
tion. , 


Hd@vana, June 6.—Military operations 
in the province of Oriente have been 
brought to a complete halt, due to the 
apparent failure of General Montea- , 
gudo’s original plan of campaign, | 
which comprehended a simultaneous 
advance into the territory occupied by 
the insurgents of heavy columns of in- 
fantry, accompanied by artillery and 
rural cavalry. The mountanious for- 
ested region and its impracticable 
roads apper to make such tactics im- 


possible. 

The. military ‘situation closely re- 
sembles that in 1897-98, when small 
bodies of Cuban patriots, operating in 
the same locality, long successfully 
evaded pursuit by much larger bodies 
of Spanish regulars. The difficulty of 
the military operations has been 
greatly increased because of torren- 
tial rains now prevalent in a large 
part of the island. — 

Armed Negroes Near Havana. 

Apprehension in Havana which yes- | 
terday was somewhat allayed, wus 
increased tonight by persistent ru- 
mors that bands of armed negroes 
had apeared in many places in the 
immediate vicinity of the capital De- 
tachments of the national police, 
armed with rifles, rushed to the out- 
skirts of the city, but up to the pres- 
ent there is apparently no substantial 
cause for alarm. 

Throughout all parts of the island 
loyal citizens are arming. and organ- 
izing volunteer corps. Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Interior Vandama an- 
nounced tonight that it was the duty 
of all whites to arm themselves with- 
out awaiting the formality necessary 
to secure permits from the govern- 
ment. 

Great alarm continues at Santiago, 
where preparations are being made to 
defend the city. American and other 
foreign property owners estimate. that 
nearly 1,000 troops are needed to pro- 
tect the plantations and mines. Only 
unimportant skirwishes are reported. 
Tranquility is reported elsewhere. Ing 
Oriente suspension of constitutional 
guarantees was proclaimed this morn- 
ing, 

Call to Arms by Gomes, 

The gravity of the situation in Cuba 
was embhasized bv the issuance late 
tonight by President Gomez of a proc- 
lamation to the Cuban people, urging 
them to arm and organize in the face 
of the national peril. The president 
expresses the hope that congress will 
vote a credit to cover the extraordinary 
military preparations—this in addition 
to the $1,000,000 already voted. 

In his proclamation President Gomez 
calls upon the Cuban people to rally to 
the support of the government and 
take up arms in the cause of civiliza- 
tion and their nationality against the 
onslaughts of barbarous hordes. 

Congress will meet tomorrow and it 
is confidently expected it will vote ad- 
ditional credits for military operations.

BURNS 1S SCORED 
IN DARROW CASE 


“T Alege That the Detective 
Hounding Samuel Gompers 


ls 


Attorney Rogers Accuses Pros- 
ecution of Using Burns in an 
Attempt to Strike at Labor 
Leader—Prosecution Denies 
Attempt to Hit Gompers. 


Los Angeles, June 6.—Bert H. Frank- 


lin testified today on cross-examina- 


tion in the trial of Clarence S. Darrow 
for alleged jury bribery that he had 
his first confession of guilt at 


Lawler, special government prosecutor 
in the dynamite conspiracy investiga- 
tion; that he had been first approached 
with a view of getting him to turn 
state’s evidence by a deputy United 
States marshal and that later he had 
applied for employment to the Mer- 


chants and Manufacturers’ Association, 
'which took a prominent part in the 
McNamara prosecution. 


At the conclusion of Franklin's 
cross-examination late today members

lin took the stand ten days ago. Re- 
direct examination by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Ford was begun. 
Burns Denounced by Rogers. 

There were several verbal contro- 
versies between opposing counsel, one 
of which included a denunciation of 
William J. Burns by Rogers, who ac- 
cused the prosecution of trying to 
strike at Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 

Rogers’ denunciation of Burns grew 
out of continual objections by the 
prosecution to the questioning of 
Frank’in concerning his negotiations 
with the district attorney. He had 
asked the witness if he had not, in 
making his confession in which the 
names of Burns and Gompers were 
used, been told to bring Gompers’ name 
into his testimony whenever the op- 
portunity arose. 

The district attorney insisted that 
Burns had nothing to do with the 
prosecution and that no one sought to 
implicate Gompers in the Darrow trial. 

‘Burns’ men are concerned in every 
detail of this case,” retorted Rogers, 
“even to hounding our witr’esses and 
watching our office and using tele- 
phonic devices in our places. 

“It's a matter.of common knowl- 
edge,’ he declared dramatically, ‘“‘that 
the United States in this district, 
through Oscar Lawler, and in other 
districts, has made a strenuous effort 
to connect Mr. Gompers and to bring 
his name in. It is our contention that 
this prosecution against Darrow is but 
a step against Gompers. Mr. Burns is 
announcing everywhere that he is go- 
ing to get Gompers, if he can, through 
Darrow.” 

No Charges Against Gompers. 

“If Burns has anything against Mr. 
Gompers and is following Mr. Gom- 
pers, that is his business, not ours,” 
responded District Attorney Fred- 
ericks. ‘“‘We have no charges to prefer 
against Mr. Gompers and if Mr. 
as this witness had said, had 
the name of Gompers 
and it had not been brought out on 
cross-examination of this witness, the 
name of Gompers never would have 
been mentioned in this case, 

“Oscar Lawler is the attorney—may 
be the attorney for the national gov- 
ernment investigating something along 
his own line and the lines may cross, 
and there may be information passed 
back and forth, but there is absolutely 
no effort to drag anyone in here, and 
when counsel makes that statement it 
is misconduct.” 

Counsel for the defense laid much 
emphasis on Franklin’s visits to the 
of the Merchants and Manufac- 
turers’ Association, members of which 
organization Rogers designated as 
friends of the Darrow prosecution. 
Mranklin said he had gone there seek- 
ing employment. 

Ford Called to Stand. 

Chief Counsel Rogers, of the defense, 
placed Assistant District Attorney Ww, 
J. Ford on the. stand. The sudden 
move of the defense apparently was 
inspired by a desire to show co-opera- 
tion between federal and state gov- 
ernments in the Darrow prosecution. 

Franklin, a short time previously, 
testified under cross-examination that 
his statement of guilt to Ford was 
made in Osear Lawler's presence. Law- 
ler was then special. government 
prosecutor in the special investigation 
of the alleged nation- wide conspiracy 
in which the blowing up of The Times 
building was said to be a part. 

Ford objected to questions asked the 
witness as to Lawler’s occupation on 
the ground that a proper foundation 
had not been laid. 

“VYery well,’ replied Rogers, 
ake Mr. Ford on the stand.’ 
Franklin left the witness stand and 
the prosecutor occupied it. 

Asked whether Lawler did not oc- 
cupy the position of special federal 
prosecutor, Mr. Ford replied that he 
knew it only by hearsay.

New York, June 6.—Manuel Calero, 
the Mexican ambassador, was the guest 
of honor at a dinner given at the Hote] 
Astor tonight by tne Mexican Society 
of New York.

Ambassador Calero, referring to the 
political situation in Mexico, praised 
President Madero as a man of strong 
will and great patriotism, who will 
soon have the revolution well in hand.

COTTON ACTIVE; 
PRICES HIGHER 


Market Closed Very Steady at 
Gain of From 20 to 
26 Points. 


New York, June 6.—The cotton mar- 


ket was very much more active today 


and prices advanced sharply, on con- 
tinued trade buying and covering by 
recent sellers. The close was very 
Steady at a net gain of from 20 to 26 
points. 

The miarket opened steady at an ad- 
vance of from 2 to 5 points, in sym- 
pathy with relatively steady cables. 
Generally speaking, a favorable view 
appeared to be taken of the weather 
map and advices from a prominent 
traveling crop expert were received 
shortiy after the opening, to the effect 
that tne crop, as a whole, had steadily 
improved for the past month, but 
prices continued to work higher and 
midday became 
rather excited. There did not seem to 
be any change in the general chacter 
of the news, but recent sellers were 
said to be uneasy and there was active 
buying by uptown and Wall street in- 
terests who were supposed to be cov- 
ering cotton sold before the publica- 
tion of the bureau report. There was 
also. support from trade interests and 
while slight declines occurred from 
time to time, the general tendency of 
lhe market was upward, until in the 
late trading active months were sell- 
ing from 22 to 27 points net higher. 
Closing prices were within 2 or 
points of the best. 

There was some talk of excessive 
rain in the eastern beit and the rains 
were needed in parts of the western 
belt, and, with the official forecast for 
continued unsettled weather east of 
the Mississippi river, this may have 
contributed somewhat to the buying 
movement. Judging from the gossip 
around the street, however, the ad- 
Vance was more generally contributed 
to covering by shorts who found that 
their sales had lodged in the hands of 
trade interests or other strong holders 

Reports of a better spot demand and 
the larger sales reported in some of 
the southern markets were probably a 
factor on the late advance, and the dis- 
position of shorts to cover was partly 
attributed to the failure of the mar- 
ket to weaken under the recent fa- 
vyorable weather and crop advices.

In other 
words, the sole question for determi- 
nation was whether the state in mak- 
ing its grents under the survey of 
1818 reserved the falls. It is held by 
the attorney general, whom the con- 
stitution makes tke legal adviser of 
the executive office, ‘aft@®r a very thor- 
(vgh investigaticn and after mature 
comsideration,’ that ‘the state did not 
reserve to itself any of the lands in 
contreversy.’ Therefore, as the state 
did not reserve any of these lands, 
there is no basis upon which I could 
put this matter into the courts of this 
State. If the state has nothing to sue 
for she has no grounds for instituting 
a suit. If Georgia parted 
right of ownership to these lands about 
the year 1318 she has now no right to 
attempt to asert ownership over these 
lands.
